MORE schoolchildren in England have 
experimented with cannabis than in any 
other country in Europe. 

And on a day when Tony Blair launched a crack- 
down on drugs, an EU report revealed that Britain 
has the worst record for cocaine abuse. 

The Prime Minister and Home Secretary David Blunkett 
promised more tough measures including extra-long jail 


terms for pushers who ped- 
dle drugs near schools. 

Unveiling the anti-drugs 
offensive, Mr Blair said: 
“We are offering a choice. 
If you are a drug addict 
engaged in crime you'll be 
offered a way out through 
treatment and help. 

“Tf you refuse that offer, it 
will be made more difficult 
for you at every stage in the 
criminal justice system."

He said anyone with more 
than just a small quantity 
of drugs will be classed as 
a dealer and face prison. 

Next January will also 
see a massive three-month 
blitz on crack houses. 

Burglars and thieves will 
have drug tests. And more 
offenders will have to 
undergo tough drug rehab 
sessions as part of commu- 
nity sentences. 

To highlight how tests 
will work, Mr Blair had a 
mouth-swab at a Slough 
police station. He joked: 
“My test was negative.” 

But Tory leader Michael 
Howard claimed Labour 
had failed to tackle the spi- 
ralling crisis. 


He said: “Reality has not 
matched his rhetoric. Tony 
Blair’s let people down.” 

The report from the 
European Monitoring 
Centre for Drugs and Drug 
Addiction showed Britain 
and Spain have the worst 
cocaine problems. 

Between 5% and 7% of 
people aged 15 to 24 in the 
UK and Spain admitted to 
using cocaine recently. 

Around 42% of boys and 
38% of girls aged 15 in 
England had tried can- 
nabis, compared with less

CHILD killer ап Huntley 
should be left to “quietly 
rot in hell” for murdering 
best pals Holly Wells and 
Jessica Chapman. 

Yesterday, the furious British 
public demanded that the mon- 
ster should spend the rest of his 
days sittting silently in a cell. 

They turned on Huntley after a 
sickening recording of him talking 
to a relative about how Jessica died 
ended up in the hands of a 
newspaper. 

And last night prison authorities 
began inquiries into how the tape 
got to reporters. They will demand 
to know if it was sold. 

Nearly 100% of people quizzed in a 
nationwide Daily Star poll blasted 
the twisted killer for lying in court 
and said they have no sympathy for 
his feeble excuses. 

In a phone call to a close relative 
Huntley, 30, admitted lying in court 
about how 10-year-old Jessica was 
killed in his home. 

The former caretaker also claimed 
“it hurt" when people referred to 
him as evil and that he was deter- 
mined to commit suicide by going on

hunger strike. He also claimed 
former girlfriend Maxine Carr had 
written to him in jail.
